Chinese Justices 
Of Peace 


The resolution 
tunanimously by the Chinese Justices 
of the Peace, in which they pledred 
thelr full support of the Government 
on behal€ of the Chinese community, 
hos earned His Excellency the 
Governor's deepest appreciation, 

A letter dated August 29 trans- 
mitting the resolution to the Colonial 
Secretary, the Hon. Mr. R.A, C. 
North, was signed by the Hon, Sir 
Robert H. Kotewall and read: 

“T have the honour to state that 
nt a meeting of Chinese Justices of 
the Peace convened by the four Chi+ 
nese members of Councils and held 
at the Chinese Merchants’ Club yes- 
terday, with myself in the chair, a 
resolution, proposed by myself, pledge 
ing to the Government the loyal and 
whole-hearted support of all those 
present as well as the Chinese com- 
munity, was passed with acclamation. 

“In transmitting, this resolution we 
desire to reiterate the assurance, 
which we have personally given to 
His Excellency the Governor, of our 
loyal and unstinted service.” 

The following, reply has been re- 
ecived from the Governor: 

“loam greatly gratified and en- 
couraged by the loyal resolution 
which the Honourable Sir Robert 
Kutewall has conveyed in his Ietter. 
The loyal resolution passed un- 
animously by the Chinese Justices of 
the Peace in which they pledged 
their full support of this * Colony's 
Government on behalf of themselves 
and the whole Chinese population 
has been a source of deep gratifico- 
tion and strong encouragement to me 
as the head of that Government.

BIG xeetion of the democra- 
tie world bas yone to war 
to destroy Witlerism, and all 
believers in justice and reason 
are rightly convinced that there 
could be no more honourable 
eause for which to demand such 
tremendous sacrifices as this 
new holocaust is bound ta ex- 
act. Mr, Anthony Eden made 
re position of the fighting 
democracies perfectly clear in 
his speech on Monday, when he 
said: . . there can be no last- 
ing peace until Nazism and all 
that it stands for in oppression, 
cruelty and broken faith, Lis 
banished from the earth.” 

It is for this supreme pur- 
pose that millions of lives, 
perhaps, will be sacrifieed, and 
incaleulable material damage 
suffered. But it is a purpose, 
so long ns it is completely ful- 
filled, which: will be “worth the 
agony the world is about to 
There will be no shrink- 
ing from the immense task; 
even at this early stage, how- 
ever, it is timely to warn that 
the masses will mever forgive 
their leaders if the pernicious 
and terrifying system of Nazism 
is not crushed once and for 
ever. 

The task lies beyond the 
winning of battles and the 
dethronement of Hitler and hia 
satellites, In the distance one 
sees. the enormous work of 
reconstruction, which will be 
necessary if Nazism is never 
again to threaten the existence 
of civilisation, This is the 
ultimate which has to be kept 
in mind. It will be the driving 
foree behind not only the 
gallant armies, which may be 
called upon to dic on the battle- 
field, but of those behind the 
lines whose sacrifices may be as 
frent. 

No circumstances must ever 
again be permitted which will 
provide for a rennissance of 
Nazism or its counterpart. For 
tog lony Hitlerism was regarded 
with almost studied. amusement 
as an experiment “which was 
bound to fail”. The democratic 
world has learnt its lesson. 
The “experiment” became an 
ogre. But its viciousness lies 
not only in its militarist aggres- 
sivenesa; its threat is to na- 
tional liberty. and to individual 
freedom. The removal of such 
a thrent requires more than 
battles between armies. There 
must be b new Way of Living: 
this will be the final task of the 
democracies in the utter elmina- 
tion of Hitlerism. This ‘is the 
goal before. us, tus never 
lose sight of it, even in tho 
agony and oxcitement of carry- 
ing out a bloody warfare.
